The possibility of further reduced 
rates or a revised rate structure for 
North Atlantic cargo traffic has been 
postponed until a special conference of 
the International Air Transport Asso- 
ciation, scheduled to begin January 23. 
1961. All indications are that it will 
remain the high point of interest of 
shippers and forwarders on the busiest 
air route in the world. 


Meeting at Cannes, France, airline cargo 
men pondered the rates question for weeks, 
but succeeded only in revalidating existing 
rate levels and agreeing to meet early next 
year to “discuss new approaches to a 
rating in order to encourage greater b 
traffic over the North Atlantic, European, 
and related routes.” V. E. L. Dubourcgq, 
senior vice president of KLM Royal Du 
Airlines and chairman of the LATA Traffic 
Conferences, said: 

“The airlines unanimously recognize a 
need for bold and imaginative measures to 
fill the cargo holds of the new jet transports 
and the growing number of all-cargo air- 
craft in scheduled service. The industry is 
on the threshold of the great cargo break- 
through and we hope to give it a push.” 

Sir William P. Hildred, director general 
of IATA, in his report delivered at the 
15th annual general meeting of IATA, held 
in Copenhagen, said: 

“We want bulk and we must have bulk.”

New Rate Structure? 


It is known that the United States air 
carriers favor scrapping most of the exist- 
ing rate structure governing North Atlantic 
air shipments, and would replace it with a 
structure similar to the one which went 
into effect on the Central and North Pacific 
at the beginning of 1960 (November 1959 
AT; Page 7). This eliminates all com- 
modity rates, and is based on a series of 
weight breaks with progressively cheaper 
rates for all commodities alike as weight 
increases. Some cargo men are of the opin- 
ion it will go through; others maintain 
that, while it may eventually come, the 
present rating system will remain for a 
while. 

The only definite actions taken at the 
parleys with regard to cargo were the reduc-

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Import-Export Analysis 
In Air Shippers Manual 


The newly published 14th edition of the 
Air Shippers Manual includes among its 
features a comprehensive study of United 
States air imports and exports made by the 
Bureau of the Census for the month of 
March 1960. 

The Government ceased compiling air 
cargo statistics of this type after 1947. 
It was at the request of a group of inter- 
national air carriers, which underwrote the 
cost of the task, that the Bureau of the 
Census agreed to make a pilot study of 
international trade by air, limiting itself 
to an analysis of one month’s traffic. 

It is indicated in the study that United 
States air general imports last March to- 
taled 8.5 million pounds, valued at $41.9 
million. In March 1947, the last compara- 
ble month for which statistics are available, 
these imports amounted to 800,000 pounds, 
with value reaching $6.7 million. The 
value figures have not been adjusted for 
changes in price levels, 

Air exports of domestic and foreign 
merchandise, excluding certain “special 
category commodities which for security 
reasons cannot be detailed, amounted to 
12.7 million pounds, with a value of $38.6 
million. The total of both types of ship- 
ments—general and special category—was 
15.3 million pounds valued at $17.8 million. 
Comparable figures for total exports by air 
in March 1947 were 3.7 million pounds and 
$17.8 million.

These prophetic words, expressed to me over a 
decade ago by a competitor, hit the bullseye straight 
on the mark. John D. McPherson has emerged a 
major figure in the world air freight industry; and 
his company, Airborne Freight Corporation, enjoys 
levels of revenue and traffic which make it one of 
America’s largest. 

Growth was not easy, although its record of success 
was achieved in less than a decade-and-a-half. Behind 
it was the quiet stubborness of a dedicated man with 
an idea and a conviction—an unswerving singleness 
of purpose which intimates of McPherson have rec- 
ognized to be characteristic of him. 

Look at the well-groomed, well-tailored, urbane 
man today; it requires stretching the imagination to 
know that not too many years before the Second 
World War, as a boy, he lived on a ranch near San 
Diego. 

“Didn’t wear shoes till I was twelve. Best thing 
that can happen to a kid.” 

If McPherson still recalls with a fond smile his 
early life as a barefooted lad, feeling the warm earth 
between his toes or dashing over the dewed grass, he 
undoubtedly has gained from those formative years 
an appreciation of the hard basics which go into the 
making of a human being. His employees in every 
part of the country have perceived this quality in 
him and speak of it with admiration. Reserved in 
manner though he is, McPherson has a strong feeling 
of responsibility for those who work with and for 
him. The august title of president has not caused him 
to withdraw to the sterile chambers of an executive 
Olympus. His people—there are some 300 on his 
payroll—know he is approachable. 

There are two categories of air freight forwarders 
extant: the surface forwarder who recognized the 
potentiality of air freight and added that service as 
a supplement to his firm’s operations; and the man 
who at the outset staked his all in air freight, sup- 
plementing all other possible activities to that. Mc- 
Pherson belongs to the latter category. 


What attracted him to air freight? As has been 
the case with so many executives in the field, nothing 
in his background and personal compulsions would 
cause him to consider air shipping as a worthwhile 
area of professional activity in which to stake out 
his claim. It was pure fortuity. 

At Escondido High School, young McPherson 
earned letters in football, baseball, basketball, and 
track. His present physique betrays an earlier affin- 
ity with the shotput. 

At the University of California he slid naturally 
into his familiar sports routine. 

“But only for one year; I quit it cold,” McPherson 
said. “I had a full school program and worked on 
a regular eight-hour-a-day job after classes.” His 
eyes turned a little distant with reminiscence. “Rough. 
I'd never do that again.” 

The tough schedule may have shed a few pounds 
from him, but it had no effect on McPherson’s think- 
ing processes. His scholastic averages ushered him 
into the ranks of honor students. Soon he was a 
leader among them. 

A major in business administration and accounting, 
he had visions of entering Law School after gradua- 
tion. He earned his B. S. degree—then war inter- 
vened. 

For McPherson it was the Navy, where he rose to 
the rank of lieutenant commander. War’s end found 
him at Okinawa. It was at that time when the youth- 
ful officer was placed in charge of perishables for all 
the military services in the Western Hemisphere, 
based at the Oakland Naval Supply Center. This 
gave him his first taste of transportation. Did this 
strike a spark of interest in air freight? McPherson 
threw his head back and laughed. 

“No, it wasn’t that. Ninety-nine percent of all our 
traffic—probably more than that—was surface.” 

Separated from the Navy, he went on to the Veter- 
ans Administration, working as a training officer for 
handicapped veterans. He was attached to the Uni- 
versity of California Medical School and Stanford 
Medical School.

$35,000. 

There were plenty of people around who were 
more than willing to call the project “Mayer’s 
folly”. 

Slowly, inexorably the black clouds of another 
world war were gathering over Europe. 

It was not lost on Mayer that inevitably air 
transport must play a key role much sooner 
than most people realized. 

The aims of AEIA expanded. 

This was the day of the lumbering flying boat 
and the zeppelin. 

AEIA was making use of both forms of air 
transportation, operating alone in a field no 
one else in America dared to touch. 

Paucity of traffic did not shake Mayer's faith 
in what he now recognized as the immediate 
future. 

In the fourth year of the struggling firm's 
existence, a shower of bombs signalized the 
opening of World War II. 

Immediately the need for fast transport became 
acute. 

“Mayer's folly” was on the spot to service the 
sudden diversion of many commodities to air 
movement. 

And Air Express International traffic zoomed. 
If war itself once more illustrated the destruc- 
tive irrationality of man, it also demonstrated 
that some men’s minds can be set to churn with 
constructive ideas about how to transform one

of war's tools into a useful peacetime in- 
strument. 

In a hundred places, in a hundred ways, they 
asked themselves this question: 

If the transport plane can fly the goods of 
war—howitzers, ammunition, K rations—over 
land, ocean, mountain, and desert, then what 
can stop it from flying the goods of peace— 
radios, refrigerators, adding machines? 

The answer, of course, was: Nothing can stop 
it. And nothing did. 

To prove the case, the Air Force’s surplus 
C-46s, C-47s, and C-54s were snapped up by 
many of the airlines, and more especially by 
hundreds of returning Gls with burning ideas 
about making a million just by hauling tooth- 
paste and nylons. 

It was the story of World War I ali over 
again. That war gave birth to the motor truck- 
ing industry; World War II sired the air 
freight industry. 

The formative years of air freight were hectic, 
characterized by a sort of frenzied pioneering 
which more often than not disregarded the very 
basics of economics. 

Very few of the airlines accorded air freight 
more than perfunctory attention. This per- 
mitted the mushrooming of the so-called Gl 
airlines—the nonscheduled airlines—the non- 
skeds, as they came to be called. 

These early years saw disastrous rate wars, CAB 
battles, sharp infighting for markets. 

Most of the nonskeds, armed with more en- 
thusiasm than money and/or transportation 
know-how, dropped by the wayside. 
However, despite the catch-as-catch-can char- 
acter of the early postwar years, despite the 
sad lack of professionalism in the air freight 
industry, the hard-bitten world of commerce 
and industry was forced to sit up and take a 
little notice of this brawling brat. 

For by now a few industries—notably the drug 
and women's wear industries—had clasped air 
freight to their bosoms. 

One also read in the papers about zoo animals 
and tens of thousands of baby chicks and giant 
marine screws moving long distances by air. 
Somehow all this meant something. Exactly 
what, very few knew. 

In order to keep perspective locked in its 
proper frame, it should be noted that in the 
years just mentioned even the airlines had no 
real conception of the potent value of air 
freight to the shipper and consignee. 

To be sure, there were some teeble and scat- 
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tered promotional attempts to highlight the 
companion values of air freight: lower inven- 
tory, greater turnover, improved return on in- 
vestment, etc. 

But the air carriers were reluctant to place the 
same emphasis on their air freight services as 
they did on their passenger services. (In too 
many cases, air carriers virtually forgot or 
shunned the fact that a brilliant future was 
ahead for air freight.) 

This resulted in a tendency of shippers to use 
air freight largely for “‘special rush” or 
emergency shipments, where cost was secondary 
to the urgent necessity of immediate delivery. 
It gave a wrong cast to the economics of air 
freight. In spite of this, the airlines of the 
world found themselves carrying more and 
more freight. 

In fact, about two-thirds of this steadily ex- 
panding traffic came—and still comes—through 
the more knowledgeable indirect air carriers, 
the forwarding agents. 

During this time—a shaking-down period which 
persisted until the middle 1950s—more power- 
ful aircraft with greater cargo capacities were 
introduced on the global airways. 

Air freight rates descended by gradual stages 
while surface rates ascended—an augury of the 
future. 

Then at long last the principle of total dis- 
tribution cost started catching hold. The 
patient salesmanship of a tiny group of air car- 
riers, AEI included, brought forth some inter- 
esting results. 

Through painstaking study and analysis, often 
requiring months of dedicated labor on just a 
single project, it was possible to determine for 
manufacturers the ¢rve cost of a delivered item. 
Total distribution cost, it was shown, included 
not only the transportation rate from plant to 
customer, but also additional cost factors such 
as packaging, warehousing, insurance, bank in- 
terest, etc. 

In a growing number of instances, it was suc- 
cessfully demonstrated that by revising the old 
distribution concept to conform with the re- 
quirements of air movement, a company could 
save large sums of money. 

Before the world could fully realize it, the Jet 
Age in commercial transportation was upon it. 
Overnight the international business commu- 
nity found itself mouthing terms like pure jet 
and propjet, and being dazzled by new pros- 
pects in foreign markets and effective distribu- 
tion to those places. 


The Boeing 707, the Douglas DC-8, the de 
Havilland Comet, the Sud Caravelle, the Con- 
vair 880, the Vikers Viscount, the Bristol Bri- 
tannia had become familiar names to shippers. 
And they asked questions about the Lockheed 
Hercules and Canadair CL-44, and what were 
the chances for a pure jet all-cargo aircraft? 


This new surge of interest had a heartening 
effect on those whose fortunes were staked on 
the success of the air cargo industry, for it coin- 
cided with a definite trend by many of the 
domestic and international airlines to increase 
their all-cargo capacities. 

Which brings us to these two key questions: 


Where are we today? Where are we going to- 
morrow? 


There appears to be little reason to doubt that 
air cargo, for the first time in history, is on the 
threshold of an immense surge which will pro- 
ject it into the role of an important, and even- 
tually the major revenue-earner for the airlines. 


The reasons are several-fold, and not neces- 
sarily listed in the order of their importance: 


1. Shipper-awareness of air cargo’s built-in 
profit-making advantages is snowballing. 

2. The airlines, as a whole, have finally “dis- 
covered” air cargo and are giving it status 
commensurate with its now universally con- 


ceded potential. 


3. The trend is towards lower rates, and in- 
ducements to attract volume shippers are 
being continued. 


4. There is a steadily increasing availability of 
cargo space, brought about by the (1) con- 
version of large passenger aircraft to air- 
freighter configuration, (2) much greater 
cargo capacity of the new passenger jets, and 
(3) tremendously accelerated frequency of 
schedules. 


5. The heralded promise of new all-cargo 
transports, due to be delivered within the 
next year or two, reputedly will combine un- 
precedented capacity with speed, low opera- 
tional cost, and simplified cargo-handling 
features. 


6. Permanent CAB status has been won by the 
air freight forwarder, and regulations gov- 
erning his operations have been considerably 
liberalized. Paced by AEI, which once again 
established an industry ‘‘first,” the air freight 
forwarder suddenly has become an aircraft 
charterer as well—an important step towards 

lower rates for international shippers.

. Manufacturers finding themselves bested by 
competitors who have streamlined their dis- 
tribution methods in order to provide more 
prompt services at lower total cost, will be 
forced to drop their outmoded procedures 
and turn to air cargo.

In short, we have just entered into a dazzling 

period of transportation revolution which will 

have a profound impact on domestic and in- 
ternational commerce.

This commodity study by the United States Government is the first 
of a series presenting certain selected statistics on March; 1960, United 


States export and import shipments by air, extracted from the detailed 
compilations of foreign trade air cargo statistics for that month. This is 


the first time in 13 years that such statistics are available. 


Air Export Coverage—Export statistics include government 
as well as non-government shipments to foreign countries. The 
export statistics in this release, therefore, include Mutual Security 
Program military aid, and economic aid shipments. Shipments to 
United States armed forces and diplomatic missions abroad for 
their own use are excluded from the export statistics. United 
States trade with Puerto Rico and the United States ions 
is not included in this release. Also excluded from this release 
is information on merchandise shipped in transit through the 
United States between foreign countries. The export data in this 
release are based on 100% coverage of shipments valued at $100 or 
more and on a 50% sample of shipments valued at less than $100. 


Export Valuation: The valuation definition used in the export 
statistics is the value at the seaport, border point, or airport of 
exportation. It is based on the selling price (or cost if not sold) 
and includes inland freight, insurance, and other charges to the 

rt of exportation. Transportation and other costs beyond the 
United States port of exportation are excluded. However, in some 
instances the valuation may not be reported in accordance with 
this defintion, particularly where the export value is difficult to 
determine or must be estimated. None of the values has been 
adjusted for changes in price level. 


EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Air Import Coverage—General import statistics include im- 
ports for immediate consumption plus enuies into bonded ware- 
houses. The import statistics include merchandise imported by 
government agencies as well as by private importers, but exclude 
American goods returned by United States armed forces for their 
own use. United States trade with Puerto Rico and the United 
States possessions are not included in this release. In addition, 
this release excludes merchandise shipped in transit through the 
United States between foreign countries. The general import data 
in this release are based on 100% coverage of imports reported on 
formal entries. The general import value for informal entries 
($250 and under) referred to in this release is based on a 50% 
sample of such shipments. 


Import Valuation: Import values are, in general, based on 
market price or selling price, and are in general, f.o.b. the export- 
ing country.

McPherson was 26 years old now 
and restless. He was urgently aware 
that he was not utilizing his best capa- 
bilities. He was marking time—and 
letting valuable time slip by. His old 
predilection for the legal profession 
had been dulled by war. Another 
deadly period of intensive study and 
self-support did not appeal to him at 
this stage in life. His mind cast about 
for something challenging, but that 
“something” eluded him. 

Then his path crossed that of Har- 
old Provo. It was the first tentative 
step of Fate in his direction. 

Provo was leaving an airline job in 
order to establish an air expediting 
firnr for a group of North California 
flower shippers. Half a dozen flower 
men were putting up $1,000 each to 


help get the company started. For the 
sum of $6,000 McPherson could pur- 
chase a partnership in the new firm, 
Airborne Flower Traffic. 

“My intuition told me that this was 
it; that one day there would be some- 
thing in it,” McPherson said, recall- 
ing the moment of the proposition’s 
presentation to him. “I had nothing 
else to go on but a hunch.” 


It took all his life’s savings, but he 
obeyed his first impulse and took a 
flyer in the business. This nailed him 
down to San Francisco as his base of 
operations. 


The new venture was hardly a suc- 
cess. Expenses exceeded income. Be- 
sides, there were too many cooks hov- 
ering about the broth. Eventually Mc- 
Pherson and Provo arrived at the deci- 
sion that the business would have a 
better chance without an army of part- 
ners. The flower wholesalers were paid 
off and the company become a two- 
man partnership. In April, 1947, the 
firm was incorporated. Provo, who 
owned a 51% interest, was president. 
McPherson, with 49%, was vice presi- 
dent. 


The partnership was _ short-lived. 
Four months later, McPherson “bor- 
rowed, scraped, scrounged around for 
money, even sold property” to pur- 
chase Provo’s majority interest. Mc- 
Pherson took over as president. 


The year 1947 was a gray recession 
year. But it was also a year of recon- 
Flower traf- 


struction for McPherson. 
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fic was giving his firm the lion’s share 
of its revenues, but his own swiftly 
expanding experience in an industry 
still wearing damp swaddling clothes, 
plus some astute study, convinced him 
it would not always be thus. Without 
losing his now deep interest in the 
myriad problems surrounding the ship- 
ment of fresh flowers, his eyes roamed 
farther afield. Offices were opened in 
Los Angeles, Cleveland, and New York. 

The very same year, McPherson was 
introduced to the labyrinth of Wash- 
ington bureaucracy. He learned his 
way around the Civil Aeronautics 
Board, once spending 13 hours on the 
stand testifying in a CAB hearing af- 
fecting the forwarders. 

For a brief time a forwarders’ or- 
ganization had flourished, then sput- 
tered into utter extinction. McPherson 
considered this state of affairs as ca- 
lamitous to an industry battling for 
industry recognition, shipper accept- 
ance, and general respectability. The 
vacuum was unthinkable. He pleaded 
the cause of unanimity of purpose and 
action. The fledgling air freight for- 
warding industry divided, he argued. 
could not withstand the attack on it. 

Ultimately he took unilateral action, 
flew to New York, rented a single- 
room apartment off Gramercy Park. 
and dispatched a series of identical 
telegrams to key forwarding executives 
in the metropolitan area. Successful 
in corraling them in close quarters, 
some earnest words were exchanged 
among the businessmen. Ranks closed 
once more, and the present Air Freight 
Forwarders Association was born. One 
of its first achievements as an industry 
body was in stamping out throatcutting 
practices then widespread. McPherson 
served as AFFA president in 1951-53. 
The organization has gone on and up 
to major industry status and has made 
its weight felt in the capital. 

A year ago, discussing the achieve- 
ments of the air freight forwarding in- 
dustry in the decade which was coming 


to a close, he pointed to CAB authori- 
zation of certificates of indefinite dura- 
tion as the high point of the 10 years. 
He expressed the feeling that the for- 
mation of AFFA had “brought about 
a greater understanding of the for- 
warder and his contribution to trans- 
portation, to the CAB, to the airlines, 
and to the public.” McPherson added: 

“A significant fact which has proved 
the need for forwarders has been that 
the volume of freight shipped by lead- 


ing forwarders has imereased even 
more, proportionately, than the in- 
crease in the entire air freight indus- 
try. . . . The greatest problem facing 
the forwarders today is that of convinc- 
ing the airlines of our sincere desire 
to work with them. With this convic- 
tion between the airlines and the for- 
warders, energy and money now being 
pitted against each other could be 
spent to accelerate the development of 
an integrated. efficient service for the 
shipping public. 


“I am firmly convinced the for- 
warder-airline relationship will im- 
prove, strictly from the practical, eco- 
nomic viewpoint that each needs the 
other. Logic dictates that time will 
bring about genuine coordinated ef- 
forts. With an approach of mutual un- 
derstanding and cooperation, the air 
cargo industry should be able to dip 
down into the lower strata of volume 
freight available in the United States, 
and bring about the tremendous results 
which have been prophesied by so 
many. I see no reason to doubt that, 
with the advent of new, true, all-cargo 
airplanes, our business will increase 
10-fold by 1965, and even more there- 
after.” 

Meanwhile the steady expansion of 
company operations had brought a 
name change for Airborne Flower & 
Freight Traffic, Inc.: it became Air- 
borne Freight Corporation, not only a 
more manageable name, but more de- 
scriptive of the traffic it actually han- 
dled. In the early 1950s, Airborne was 
grossing about $500,000 a year. In its 
last fiscal year ended March, 1960, a 
gross of $12 million was reported— 
and the upward trend has not been in- 
terrupted or slowed. The corporation 
owns a fleet of more than 70 trucks. 
Total assets are in the neighborhood 
of $2 million, with net worth figured 
at $800,000. 

Airborne has become the parent 
company of seven forwarding firms and 
travel agencies: Airgo International / 
Corporation; Cross-World Air Cargo 
Corporation; Pan-Maritime Cargo Ser- 
vice, Inc.; Green, Scott & Company, 
Inc.; Orient Tours, Inc.; Daly Travel 
Service, Inc.; and Pardo y Cia, Inc. 
If more are acquired, it would cause 
hardly a ripple of surprise. 

As McPherson had foreseen and 
planned, the traffic handled for the 
North California flower industry was 
reduced in relative importance to total 
company revenue as Airborne spread 
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and penetrated new markets. But even 
if it comprises only 10% to 12% of 
present Airborne revenues, the welfare 
of this specialized traffic remains as 
close to McPherson’s personal interest 
as ever in the past. He speaks of the 
growers’ problems with vital authority. 

A couple of years ago, while in San 
Francisco on a short visit, I spent the 
better part of an evening listening to 
McPherson expertly recite the various 
facets of an urgent problem. The 
growers were in a loud state of agita- 
tion due to the inadequacy of airlift 
out of the Bay area. Airborne’s presi- 
dent interlaced the historical facts of 
the situation with astute comments of 
his own which served to bring the 
problem into sharper relief. By the 
time I returned to New York, a packet 
of statistical data on the same subject 
which he had airmailed was waiting 
on my desk. 

An illustration of the volume of 
flower traffic the firm is geared to han- 
dle may be illustrated by an Air Trans- 
portation news item published seven 
years ago. During the Easter rush that 
year, Airborne used approximately 100 
scheduled flights a day to domestic 
and foreign destinations. Over 80% of 
all the freight which left San Francisco 
International Airport during the week 
prior to Easter Sunday consisted of 
fresh flowers. 

However, as already has been stated, 
Airborne, at McPherson’s insistence, 
was hot and heavy on the trail for 
every conceivable kind of commodity. 
Industrial machinery, king crabs, news- 
papers, electronic components, wearing 
apparel—everything was dropping into 
the Airborne cauldron. In 1957, when 
Air Transportation asked McPherson 
if his company had been successful in 
converting surface shippers to the use 
of air freight, he rattled off four main 
categories which Airborne had found 
receptive: “commodities known as 
nursery stock, such as acacia and 
heather, which at one time moved 
100% in surface transportation; freight 
moving in from the Orient by ocean 


which once was transferred to surface 
transportation; Chinese vegetables mov- 
ing into Eastern cities for consumption 
in the best Chinese restaurants; and 
surface parcel post shipments.” 

Apart from his activities as Airborne 
president, McPherson is a member of 
the Commonwealth Club of San Fran- 
cisco and the Young Presidents Club. 
Occasionally he will be found address- 
ing college students on the opportuni- 
ties found in small business. 

In the early years of Airborne, Mc- 
Pherson spent as much as half of each 
year away from home, “most of the 
time in Washington.” He has eased 
up to a certain extent, but he still 
averages from 150,000 to 200,000 miles 


a year. Jet travel, of course, has tele- 
scoped time and reduced the length of 
each absence. 

Last year he spent 16 days in the 
Soviet Union. On the one hand his 
visit left him with the indelible impres- 
sion that the United States, all things 
considered, by far outstrips Russia. On 
the other, he was particularly struck 
by the Russians’ dedication to their 
own strivings. It is the sort of dedi- 
cation which Americans, probably 
through prosperity and excessive atten- 
tion to ease of living, have let slide. 
This relaxation, McPherson feels, 
spells danger and can help thrust the 
Soviet ahead by default. He took cog- 
nizance of a Russian zeal which was 
common to all Americans in pioneer 
days and during the industrial revolu- 
tion. In his quiet way, McPherson 
earnestly called for a return to old 
values. 

With the heavy responsibilities which 
go hand-in-hand with running an or- 
ganization of Airborne’s scope—it has 


nearly 500 offices and agencies through- 
out the world—and his activities in 
industry and civic affairs, is there time 
left for a breather by doing something 
else? McPherson admits to being a 
“continual reader,” with his tastes 
leaning towards books on business sub- 
jects, psychology, and human behavior. 
He likes to relax to music, but prefers 
it to be in the lighter vein of Victor 
Herbert or Richard Rodgers. 

He hasn’t given up athletics alto- 
gether. To prove this statement, there’s 
a gymnasium which he has built in his 
home in Hillsborough. Whenever he 
gets the opportunity, he will don a 
pair of water or snow skis, or climb 
into the gear of a duck hunter. 

What lies ahead for him? What 
lies ahead for Airborne? McPherson 
didn’t have to think long for his re- 
sponse: 

“We're out to build real good, solid 
transportation. We're going about the 
job area by area, and it’s showing 
results. 

“It’s surprising that we at Airborne 
—the whole air freight forwarding in- 
dustry, actually—has done as well as 
we have. There has been no real plane 
with which to work. Therefore, I think 
we will come face to face with our big 
potential when the new airfreighter 
comes. Maybe it’s the CL-44. I don’t 
know. We'll see. 

“The big weakness in the whole air 
freight industry is that the manage- 
ments of the airlines and the forward- 
ers still have not got together and 
reached a common understanding. An- 
other weakness I should mention is 
that a substantial part of the shipping 
public hasn’t the faintest idea about 
the economic potentialities of air 
freight in their own businesses. 

“The new Pacific rate structure? It’s 
a big step ahead. I think freight will 
double and triple over the Pacific. 
The Atlantic? Well, let’s say that the 
rate of growth from now on will not 
continue in proportion to Pacific devel- 
opment—not with the present Atlantic 
rate structure, which does not encour- 
age the forwarder.” —R. M. 


INTERLINIE 


REA-TWA 

Railway Express Agency and Trans 
World Airlines have effected a new inter- 
line agreement, “simplifying the handling 
of international shipments via a coordi- 
nated air cargo-surface express service.” 
The pact links shippers and receivers at 
approximately 20,000 off-airline points 
served by express in the United States 
and those served overseas by the big air 
carrier in 23 major world markets. The 
signing of the deal was announced by 
E. O. Cocke, TWA senior vice president 
and system general manager, and Anthony 
F. Arpaia, REA vice president-international 
services. 


First pact to cover international ship- 
ments, it extends TWA-REA domestic in- 
terline air-surface operations which became 
effective five months ago (June AT; Page 
6). Shipments may be originated at any 
off-airline point in the United States 
through Railway Express and moved to 
any TWA destination city overseas, or in 
reverse order.

HANDLING GROUP SET 


Formation of the new Ground Handlin 
Advisory Group was approved by the 16t 
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Annual General Meeting of the Interna- 
tional Air Transport Association at its re- 
cent session at Copenhagen. It has been 
created to find ways of speeding the proc- 
essing of passengers and cargo through the 
main airports and town terminals on the 
world air network. 

Sir William P. Hildred, Director General 
of LATA, pointed out that the swelling vol- 
ume of passengers and goods has produced 
serious handling problems for the airlines. 
Extraordinary efforts are needed to reduce 
the time taken by passengers and cargo 
from the moment of check-in at town ter- 
minals until their aircraft actually take off, 
he declared. These ground handling prob- 
lems are often aggravated by surface trans- 
port delays on congested roads, poor layout 
of terminal buildings and inadequate facili- 
ties at airports, as well as by excessive 
government formalities, he said. The new 
group is to study all aspects of the prob- 
lem and recommend practical solutions for 
joint airline action, 

E. P. Whitfield, traffic director of British 
European Airways, is chairman of the new 
group. J. A. Clay, director of terminal 
service of TWA, is vice chairman, and 
\. H. King, of the LATA Technical Liaison 


Office at London, serves as secretary.

PAN AM IN AIR-TRUCK PACTS 


Pan American World Airways and Ter- 
minal Transport Company, Inc., are now 
operating under a new air-truck agreement. 
According to Willis 
G. Lipscomb, vice 
president - trafic and 
sales, points served 
include all the cities 
in Puerto Rico, Cen- 
tral and South Amer- 
ica where Pan Am 
operates and Atlapta, 
Chicago, Indianapolis 
and Louisville. The 
United States points 
are cities along Ter- 
minal Transports’ cer- 
tificated routes. The 
cargo exchange be- 
tween aircraft and 
truck is made at Miami. This is the south- 
ernmost terminal point in Terminal Trans- 
port’s operations. 

The cargo agreement provides for single- 
carrier responsibility to shippers for goods 
transported between Latin American points 
and cities in Southern and Central por- 
tions of this country served directly by 
the surface carrier or through its connect- 
ing carriers. Through documentation is 
provided by the carriers. The new pact 
also provides for through in-bond service 
for importers at points of entry; prepaid, 
collect and COD arrangements, automatic 
exchange of foreign currencies, and door- 
to-door transportation. A memorandum 
tariff has been issued jointly by Pan 
American and Terminal Transport. It con- 
tains rates applicable via the participating 
carriers, detailed information as to docu- 
mentation required, insurance charges and 
coverages, and a list of points served by 
Pan Am and Terminal Transport.

AEIC’s German organization, which is 
based at Rhein-Main Airport, Frankfurt, 
is managed by Hans Doelter. Acceptance 
by the Deutsches Luftfrachtkontor, Bonn, 
makes the firm eligible to take advantage 
of its mass consolidations of air shipments 
received from its forwarder members 
throughout West Germany. This enables 
the luftfrachtkontor (air groupage firm) 
to purchase cargo space at low bulk rates.

BOR-AIR IN AIR-TRUCK DEAL 


H. Theodore Ahlers, vice president-sales, 
Bor-Air Freight Co., Inc., New York, has 
announced the conclusion of a contract 
with Hemingway Brothers Interstate Truck- 
ing Co., New Bedford, Mass., to effect a 
“closely coordinated transit system linking 
the New England terminals at Boston, 
North Andover, New Bedford, Auburn, and 
Providence with every city in the nation 
through Bor-Air’s network of 237 airport 
cities.” Ahlers maintained that the truck- 
air deal differs from other such arrange- 
ments because it “employs new and sub- 
stantially lower pro-rates applicable only 
to freight received by an indirect air 
carrier for subsequent dispatch by air from 
New York.” 


CAB 


RATE REVISIONS SUSPENDED 


The Civil Aeronautics Board has sus- 
pended tariff revisions filed by Riddle Air- 
lines and Pan American World Airways. 
The carriers had proposed tariff revisions 
which would have reduced rates on most 
specific commodities flown between New 
York and Puerto Rico. The Board has in- 
stituted an investigation into the proposed 
new rates. It will be consolidated with 
complaints against these rates. 

Companies which have filed complaints 
against Riddle’s proposed tariff include 
Trans Caribbean Airways, Pan Am (which 
stated that it had proposed its rates for 
defensive purposes), and Allied Air Freight 
International Corp. 

Riddle’s reductions would be applicable 
on all specific commodity rates except 
human remains, books, magazines, news- 
papers, and periodicals. The tariff pro- 
poses reductions from $15 per 100 pounds, 
minimum weight 100 pounds, to $14 per 
100 pounds, minimum weight 100 pounds 
northbound; and a decrease from $15 per 
100 pounds, minimum weight 100 pounds, 
to $14.50 per 100 pounds, minimum weight 
100 pounds southbound on Commodity 
Groups 30 and 60. 

The Board said: 

“These carriers allege, inter alia, that 
the tariff is not in fact applicable to true 
specific commodity groupings since such 
groupings include a substantial majority of 
the cargo in this market; that the pro- 
posed decreases would reduce cargo rates 
between New York and Puerto Rico to an 
uneconomic level and would be unjust, un- 
reasonable, unjustly discriminatory, unduly 
preferential, and unduly prejudicial; that 
the Board has instituted an investigation 
of certain reduced New York-San Juan 
cargo rates in Docket 11278 et al. and by 
Order E-15521 dated July 8, 1960, ordered 
investigated and suspended reduced com- 
modity rates of Riddle in this market; 
that the considerations which led the Board 
to suspend the proposed Riddle rate reduc- 
tions by Order F-15521 are equally applica- 
ble herein. (August 1960 AT; Page 25.)

Bernacki, Inc. TWA airhauled it to the West Coast. 


“In our Order E-15521 we noted that the 
outward manifestations of a cargo ‘rate war’ 
in progress are evident, and stated: ‘In 
1959, the general commodity rate for ship- 
ments in minimum weights of 100 pounds 
in the New York-San Juan market was 


$20 per 100 pounds and the rate for ship- 
ments in minimum weights of 3,300 pounds 
in the same market was $17 per hundred. 
In less than nine months the air carriers 
offering cargo service between the mainland 
and Puerto Rico have filed a series of re- 
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visions to their rates and charges culmi- 
nating in the latest proposals.’ 

“The specific commodity groupings to 
which the tariff reductions apply cover a 
wide range of commodities and affect a 
significant portion of the total market. The 
tariff filing appears to be one more step 
in a series of tariff filings which have re- 
sulted in very substantial reductions in 
cargo rates in this market and which have 
necessitated investigation and investigation 
and suspension orders by the Board. We 
find that the proposed cargo rate reduc- 
tions may therefore be unjust or unreason- 
able, or unjustly discriminatory, or unduly 
preferential, or unduly prejudicial. Under 
the circumstances we will investigate the 
proposed tariff reductions, consolidate the 
investigation instituted herein with the in- 
vestigation pending in Docket 11278 et a’., 
and suspend the tariff proposals pending 
the investigation.” 

In support of its proposal, Riddle has 
stated that its action is necessary to meet 
current competitive provisions. The Board 
said that it is not “persuaded” by the all- 
cargo airline’s position. It pointed out that 
Riddle’s proposed rates undercut “the 
specific commodity rates on any other di- 
rect air carrier in this market.” 

Allied, an air freight forwarder, has had 
in effect since last year 17 commodity rates 
of 144 per pound, minimum weight 100 
pounds northbound, and 14%4¢ per pound, 
minimum weight 100 pounds southbound. 
Its general commodity rate northbound, 
minimum weight 100 pounds, is 15¢ per 
pound, and 1444¢ per pound southbound. 
Allied, in its own brief filed with the 
Board, has refuted Riddle’s contention that 
competition in the Puerto Rican market 
has hurt the airline. The forwarder con- 
tends that Riddle’s share of the market 
has declined because of “failure of service, 
not only in the case of forwarder move- 
ments but also in the case of individual 
shippers.” It argues that the suspended 
tariff, if made effective, will bring a de- 
crease rather than an increase in Riddle 
revenue. Allied charged that the airline 
encouraged a forwarder to “spend time 
and money on developing a market through 
an effective airline high-volume tariff break, 
and then cut the forwarder out of the 
market by abolishing the break at its 
pleasure.” 


MILITARY CHARTER POLICY 


Two orders issued concurrently by the 
Civil Aeronautics Board cleared the way 
for airlines of certain classifications to 
engage in contract and charter operations 
for the military. The orders granted ex- 
emptions from provisions of the Federal 
Aviation Act and the CAB Economic Reg- 
ulations. 

At the same time the Board once more 
went on record with the statement that 
broad exemptions formerly granted to the 
carriers are a thing of the past; that such 
exemptions no longer are needed, and have 
become “adverse to the public interest and 
can no longer be justified . . .”( August 
1960 AT; Page 25.) 


MILITARY CHARTERS OK’D 

Seaboard & Western Airlines, Pan Amer- 
ican World Airways, and Trans World 
Airlines have had their temporary authori- 
zations to haul freight and mail to United 
States Air Force bases in Europe ex- 
tended for another year to October 1, 1961. 
Flights are made to Mildenhall, England, 
and Chateauroux, France. 


INTERVENE IN MERGER CASE 
_ While turning down petitions by three 
city organizations, the Civil Aeronautics 
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Board has granted permissions to 13 trunk, 
local service, and all-cargo air carriers 
and seven labor unions to intervene in the 
merger case of United Air Lines and Capi- 
tal Airlines. Hearings already are under 
way. 


ASSEMBLY TIME RULING 

A proposed tariff revision by West- 
ern Transportation Co., Inc. (WTC Air 
Freight), which would extend from 24 to 
48 hours the time during which parts of a 
shipment may be given to the airline to be 
assembled as a single shipment, has been 
suspended by the Civil Aeronautics Board. 
An investigation has been ordered. The 
Board found that WTC’s proposal “is not 
consistent with the Board’s decision in the 
Investigation of Accumulation, Assembly, 
and Distribution Rules Case, wherein we 
found that 24 hours was the maximum as- 
sembly period permitted. 


LIA WINS PERMIT 


A three-year foreign air carrier permit 
has been issued to Linea Internacional 
Aerea. S. A., of Ecuador, authorizing LIA 
to haul passengers, freight, and mail be- 
tween “a point or points in Ecuador, the 
intermediate points Panama; San Andres 
Island, Colombia; Havana, Cuba; and the 
terminal point, Miami, Florida; and a 
point or points in Ecuador, the interme- 
diate points Bogota, Colombia, and Kings- 
ton, Jamaica, and the terminal point 
Miami.” LIA will operate off-route char- 
ters pursuant to Part 212 of the CAB 
Economic Regulations.

ASA DROPS BOGOTA 


ASA International Airlines, all-cargo 
carrier, has been granted permission by the 
Civil Aeronautics Board to suspend service 
between Florida and Bogota, Colombia, for 
a one-year period ending August 30, 1961. 
The Board stated: 

“In support of its application ASA al- 
leges, inter alia, that for the first six 
months of this calendar year its scheduled 
operations have been conducted at a loss; 
that profits on its non-scheduled operations 
are no longer expected to offset these 
losses; that recently ASA was forced to 
cease operations at Guatemala City, one of 
its strongest stations; that these factors re- 
quire ASA to reduce its costs if it is to 
continue operating; ASA’s operations at 
Bogota have been conducted at substan- 
tial losses for a long time, but have been 
continued in the hope of a resurgence in 
the Colombian economy; that this point 
has not been reached, and it now becomes 
imperative to eliminate these losses, and 
that under all these circumstances, the re- 
quested suspension would not be adverse 
to the public interest .. . 

“Upon consideration of the foregoing, 

the Board finds that a limited volume of 


traffic has been generated by ASA at Bo- 
gota in recent years and that to require the 
carrier to continue the expense necessary 
to provide service at this point is not war- 
ranted by the traffic results. The temporary 
suspension of service authorized herein is 
in the public interest. The authority to sus- 
pend will be granted for a period of one 
year, at the expiration of which the Board 
will be afforded an opportunity to evaluate 
any changed economic circumstances which 
may occur in this area.” 

ASA recently switched its base from St. 
Petersburg to Miami (October 1960 AT; 
Page 10).

BOOKS 


A British jet training flight with a 
fused new-type nuclear bomb aboard 
finds itself faced with the problem of 
defusing it when the threat of imminent 
war dissolves. The bomb is balky; it 
won’t defuse. And thereby hangs a 
taut, dramatic tale, skillfully plotted 
and written by Paul Stanton, an ex- 
RAF flyer and present-day BOAC cap- 
tain. How Stanton’s hero manages to 
save his plane (and, incidentally, a 
vast area, from devastation) makes for 


row & Co.; 241 pages; $3.75). 


If you have read or viewed Leonard 
Wibberly’s The Mouse That Roared, it 
will be a grievous error to anticipate 
the author’s latest novel as being in 


126 pages; $2.95) is in a far different 
mood; a grim, salty, beautifully writ- 
ten and constructed tale of an Irish 
family standing fast against the rag- 
ing fury of the elements. There is rare 
power in this simply told story of 
courage. 


Muriel Spark is a gifted young Brit- 
ish novelist who has already produced 
three highly original books. Her fourth, 
The Ballad of Peckham Rye (J. B. Lip- 
pincott; 160 pages; $3.75) is a modern 
morality tale. The devil in the person 


parts abruptly for Africa. The writing 
is even colder than is customary with 
Miss Spark, but she is always diverting 
in her chilly way. 


There is nothing chilly about Stanley 
Price, another young Britisher, who has 
produced a masterly satire in Crusad- 
ing For Kronk (G. P. Putnam’s Sons; 


graduate of Cornell, is sent to Europe 
by the Kronk Foundation to gather in 
notable writers for Link, a magazine to 
“do for the West culturally what NATO 
has done for it militarily.” The char- 
acters he meets are memorable. This 


already an important writer. 


Ann Bridge’s The Portuguese Escape 
was well received, but even with the 
reappearance of Julia Probyn it is sad 
to report that her latest novel, The 
Numbered Account (McGraw-Hill Book 
Co.; 254 pages; $4.50), does not fare so 
well. A suspense yarn laid in Switzer- 
land, the author has whipped together 
a familiar froth of Red agents, counter- 
agents, secret documents, a fortune in 
money, and a certain account in a Swiss 
bank. There’s plenty of movement, but 
Miss Bridge saps the strength of her 
own story by substandard plotting. She 
is a superior writer—and there is occa- 
sional evidence of it in the book—but 
she does not do herself full justice in 
this one. 


The year is 1953; the place, Vienna. 
An impulsive decision by an American 
career diplomat to bring a Czech refu- 
gee under his personal aegis sets off 


a chain of circumstances which_have 
a near-devastating effect on the Public 
Affairs program in that country. John 
Lorraine, an experienced diplomat him- 
self, has infused a rattling good sus- 
pense story with well-knit characters, 
authentic background, and a good deal 
of inside on the workings of the 
Foreign Service. In Men of Career 
(Crown Publishing Co.; 319 pages; 
$3.95) the reader will reap the double 
advantage of an entertaining novel 
and topical commentary. 


Victor Canning knows his way around 
the adventure yarn. He keeps his char- 
acters varied, his situations fluid, and 
his story line leaping ahead to a 
smashing climax. In The Burning Eye 
(William Sloane Associates; 255 pages; 
$3.75), he dumps a heterogeneous group 
of shipwreck survivors into a Somali 
port, involves them in the crisscross 
of local political intrigue and tribal 
war, and brings them perilously close to 
extinction. Escape? Of course. But the 
way Canning dishes it out makes for 
grand excitement. 


With Enjoy! Enjoy! (World Publish- 
ing Co.; 315 pages; $4.00), Harry Golden 
has established himself on a new height 
of Americana. A seemingly endless 
fount of common sense, Golden, in his 
third and best book, sprays the reader 
with his special brand of wisdom, and 
spikes the fool and fraud with unerring 
aim. As before, the genial philosopher 
also leans back to his early East Side 
days for ideas—aptly, provocatively, 
never without that kind of entertain- 
ment which makes you smile and think. 
Put Golden on your must list. 


R. Rainbird Clarke’s East Anglia 
(Frederick A. Praeger, Inc.; 240 pages; 
$6.50) is a notable addition to the 
publisher’s excellent Ancient Peoples 
and Places Series. Once Britain’s most 
densely populated province, Hast 
Anglia (now the ‘counties of Norfolk 
and Suffolk) has been the rich reposi- 
tory of many important archaeological 
discoveries. Hast Anglia provides com- 
prehensive information on the principal 
archaeological features of that region 
which “has a distinct pride in its 
varied ancestry.” Clarke neatly bridges 
the Paleolithic Age and the Late Saxon 
Age, with a few paragraphs devoted to 
early medieval days. An absorbing 
work. Excellent photos and drawings. 


Now in its 97th year, The Statesmen’s 
Year Book (St. Martin’s Press, Inc.; 
1,677 pages; $9.50) has come out in its 
1960-61 edition. Edited by S. H. Stein- 
berg, it blankets the history and sta- 
tistics of the states of the world. An 
authoritative and invaluable encyclo- 
pedia for men in government, eco- 
nomics, commerce and industry, and all 
those vitally concerned with current 
information about any or all countries. 
The volume is divided into four parts: 
international organizations; the British 
Commonwealth and Empire; the United 
States; and all the other countries of 
the world. The Statemen’s Year Book 
belongs in every library. 


Highway and Airport Engineering, 
by Adrian R. Legault (Prentice-Hall, 
Inc.; 483 pages; $11.65) is a well- 
planned text for introductory courses 
in highway and airport engineering. 
Divided into two main parts, the first 
(and by far the most extensive) pro- 
vides beckground knowledge of the 
subject. The second part sketches 
briefly the developments in other forms 
of cargo moving.
